SAIGON. — An American Air Force 
B52, apparently disabled after being 
nit by Communist ground fire over 
North Vietnam, crashed in Thailand 
Tast night. All six crewmeo balled 
out and were rescued, the U.S. Com- 
mand said, 

The big eight-engine jet bomber 
crashed 19 kms. west of Nakorn 
Phanom in eastern Thailand while 
trying to make it back to its home 
base at Utapao, some 600 kms, to 
the southwest. 

A command spokesman, making an 
announcement of the crazh, sald the 
cause had not been determined. But 
it was believed the plane was hit 
by ground fire — probably a sur 
face-to-air missile — during a bomb- 
ing run over the north. 

It was the firat B52 lost to Com- 
munist action in the Vietnam war. 
At least 10 of the big bombers have 
crashed due to operational causes 
and several have been damaged by 

fire. Sources said the plane 
was being Lsted as a “combat loss,” 
meaning {that it was bit by Com- 
munist fire. 

The B52 was the fifth American 
jet downed in three days. Earlier, it 
‘was announced that a $15m. swing- 
wing F111 fighter-bomber was lost. 

The announcements came 85 B52 
‘bombers on Tuesday and yesterday 
carried out a record 15 missions 
against North Vietnam. 

The 15 missions by the Β525, with 
each mission averaging three planes, 
was the greatest number in a 
single series for the entire’ war.

The previous heaviest B52 raids 
were 13 missions flown on August 12 
and again on October 31 and on 
November 4. 

Loss of the F111 made it the 
fourth of its type downed since they 
returned to action in Indochina in 
late September. Because of difficulty 
im tracking its low-flying course, the 
Command said it could not pinpoint 
where it went down.

New British device changes 
technique for head X-rays 


LONDON. — A new, computerized 
device said to have revolutionized 
the technique of head X-rays won 
its Inventor a major award yester- 
day, The machine, called Emi-scan- 
ner, produces 100 times more in- 
formation from the same amount 
of X-ray photos used in conventional 
techniques. 

Tt also does away: in many cases 
with the need to inject fluids, radio- 
active material or air into the heed 
to obtain better contrast X-ray pic- 
tures of the brain. Some of these 
techniques required general anaes- 
thesia and a stay in hospital. 

Judges who gave the £25,000 
MacRobert Award to its inventor, 
Godfrey Hounsfleld, and the Emi 
electronics group for whom he 


works, called the scanner the great~

layer. These. are converted In the 
cathode ray tube pictures within 
about six minutes. The picture can 
be photographed, or a numerical ab- 
sorption chart can be printed.

SEOUL (Reuter), — South Korean 
President Chung-hee Park has won 
ἃ spectacular success in his bid to 
introduce a new constitution, which 
deviates from Western-style democ- 
racy and endorses pe2ceful reunifi- 


gation with the Communist North. 


With nearly all the votes counted 
after Tuesday’s national referendum 
τὸ decide on the changes, which give 
the President extra powers, figures 
showed that 92.3 per cent of valid 
‘votes supported President Park. It 
was reported that 91.1 per cent 
of the electorate of 15.7 million 
had voted, : 

The president is now to be elected 
for a six-year term by a new 
supreme constitutional body, the 
National Conference for Unification, 
and ‘can serve ag many terms as 
he is elected. 

Previously the president could 
only be elected for three four-year 
terms. 


Tt ia regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion that the National Conference, 
consisting of 2,800 members with 
mo political affiliation, will elect 
President Park. The President will 
nominate one-third of the National 
Assembly members and be able to 
@isband it at will. 

Announcing the 
changes last month, Mr. Park said 
he needed the changes to ensure 

efui unification ‘through dialogue 
with the North. In 4 statement 
yesterday he said he regarded the 
overwhelming support aS an “ex- 
pression of the people’s unanimous, 
strong will and desire to achieve 
peaceful unification and prosperity 
of the fatherland and chart our own 
national course.” 

His success was foreaeen when 
he proclaimed netion-wide martial 
law on October 17, scrapped part 
of the constitution, disbanded the 
National Aasembly, closed colleges 
and subjected the press to censor- 
ship. Otherwise, he could have run 
into violent objections from the op- 
position party and students, as he 
did in another referendum three 
years ago, 

As an army major-general, Pres- 
ident Park staged a bloodless coup 
in 1961 to oust the elected govern- 
ment of Prime Minister John Chang 
and was elected President by a 
popular vote two years later.

‘When 
Mrs. Smith saw it, she said it was 
not her son. 

Other members of the family 
viewed the body at a funeral home 
and said the same thing: the body 
was not that of Lott D. Smith. 

Army officials said Smith was 
identified by his commanding officer 
in Germany and that it was the 
only body sent from Germany that 
day. 

Col. Robert Schuler of the Army's 
Public Information Office said, “We 
always make a fingerprint check 
‘before a body 15 shipped back to 
the States. However, we have de- 
cided to make a second check in 
this case.”

KOHIMA, Indla {AP}. — An In- 
dian army convoy was ambushed 
yesterday only three miles from 
where U.S. evangelist Billy Gra- 
ham was conducting his “Crusade 
for Christ’ amoung Naga tribesmen. 
‘The shots were audible from the 
cruzade grounds, but Dr. Graham 
appeared to be unaware of the 
firing. He carried on with a spe- 
cial prayer service for the sick. 


When about 2,000 persons sitting 
on the outer edges of the football 
field where the crusade is being 
held began to leave after hearing 
the firing, Dr. Graham appealed 
to them to remain seated. They did. 


Official sources said one soldier 
was killed and two soldiers and 
two civilians were wounded in the 
attack, which was attributed by the 
army to an underground Naga guer- 
villa force that hes been seeking 
independence from India for the 
past 15 years. Sources close to the 
underground, however, disclaimed 
any responsibility for the incident 
and sald the guerrillas had pub- 
Ucly announced a cease-fire through- 
out Nagaland during the Graham 
erusade. But army sources sald 
the army and Naga guerrillas also 
exchanged fire 16 kilometres from 
Kohima in a separate Incident. One 
soldier was reported wounded. 


They were the second and third 
reported ambushes In remote Naga- 
jand since Graham arrived on Mon- 
day. A soldier and a guerrilla were 
reported killed on Monday In a 
clash about 25 kilometres from the 
State capital on Monday.

Growing tomatoes for 
canning is worth while

REHOVOT. — Growing ‘tomatoes 
solely for the canning industry has 
proved its commercjal - feasibility. 
Some 80,000 tons of ‘tomatoes were 
raised solely for canning in 1972, 
and an estinmvated 100,000 tons will 
be raised in 19738. They are made 
into Ὁ long line of tomato products, 
such ag ketchup, tomato paste, and 

tomaito juice. Ὁ. 

The story started eight years ego 
when the Ministry of Agriculture and 
the vegetable crop section of the Fa- 

poulty of Agriculture of the Hebrew 
"University began to study the prob- 

lem. a 
In addition to several agricul~ 
tural stations, a team of field work~ 
ers and ‘Yarm advisers, three key 
men were involved: Professor 'Na- 
hum Kedar, head of the section: 
Mr, Yehoshua Rudich, and Mr. Hanan 
Geissenderg, of 'the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, 

Several basic characteristics had 
to be combined in the “ideal” wa- 
riety, if growing tometoes solely for 
industry was to be successfol. One 
was a fairly snrall “bright red” ἴο- 
mato which would peel easily. The 
second was a plant which was fair. 


ly bushy, thus lending iteelf to me- 
chanical picking where ‘all the fruit 
15 picked at'once. (The green fruit 
was picked.) The variety also had to 
have a high yield and be wble to 
grow without much water. 


’ Several varieties of tomatoes were 
selected for trials. All were import- 
ed from California, except the “ga-. 
mad” (dwarf), which had been bred 
at the Faculty of Agriculture. |. 

Before that most tomatoes canned 
were rejects from the iocal ‘fresh ve- 
getable nvarket. ὃ 

On an experimental basis, the new 
varieties of tomatoes produced crops 
of nine to ‘eleven tons per dunam. 
Under field ‘conditions, crops of 
three to four tons, ‘without irriga- 
tion, and six to seven bons with 
irrigation, are now being produced. 
Tf the planta are grown under plas- 
tic cover, tonnage per dunam is in-

EXCEED EXPECTATIONS 


wi 1972 drawing to aa end, 
it becomes clear that the more 
important foreign stock exchanges 
have shown -a much better perfor- 
mance than the average investor 
‘thought possible at the beginning of 
this eventful year. 

To start with, the dominating 
New, York exchange is moving at 
top levels, as far as both turnover 
and quotations are concerned. Earlier 
this month the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average surpassed the mystic 
1,000 mark: On ‘November 10 it 
reached 1,001.43 todrop somewhat, 
it is true, in the following days. 

‘This is the highest figure ever 
reached since the “Dow Jones" wag 
calculated for the first time more 
than 80 years ago, in 1891. The 
previous record of 1001.11 was 
reached on February 9, 1966. It was 
also very ‘high; near the 1,000 level, 
when President Nixon was elected 
for the first tme in November 1968. 


USUAL UPS AND DOWNS 
Thereafter, prices on the New 
York share market moved up and 
down in the usual fashion, reaching 
a low of nearly 600 in May, 1970, 


ture was in the depths. The citizens 
of the U.S, pulled themselves to- 
gether and, after somewhat erratic 
fluctuation, especially in the second 
half of 1971, the market moved into 
8 better mood which was maintained 
during most of the current year. 
Its present high levels are on aver- 
age about 19 per cent above those 
of last year. 

Gratifying as this performance is, 
insiders do not think it exaggerated. 
On the contrary, in view of the in- 
creased momentum in the recovery 
of the American economy during 
1972, and taking into consideration 
the much brighter peace prospects in 
Vietnam and the great, though not 
unexpected, victory of a Republican 
president, thoge in the Imow say 
that 1973 will be even a better year 
for the ‘American stock market. It 
is, of course, not denied that the 
U.S. is still being troubled by se- 
rious problems. The big gap in its 
balance of payments is perhaps the 
most important, but there is grow- 
ing faith that, given time, America, 
still by far the strongest economic 
unit in the world, will overcome 
this difficulty too. 

On the other side of the Atlantic, 
In London, the queen of stock ex- 
changes recently moved with much 
pomp and splendour into new prem- 
ises. The market itse}f has been 
moving downward over the past 
month. This is hardly to be won- 
dered at, as investors are disturbed 
by the possible consequences of Mr. 
Heath's policy of freezing profits 
Nevertheless present levels are 
about 17 per cent above those of 
8 year ago and only about 10 per 
cent from their all-time high. 

The less important stock ex- 
changes, in which Israelis who invest 
in foreign shares are usually in- 
terested — Frankfurt, Amsterdam 
and Zurich — have done equally 
well. Frankfurt moved up a full 25 
per cent during 1972, Amsterdam 
did even better, despite the difficult 
phase the Dutch economy is passing 
through. Zurich slso made a good 
showing. 

‘The more exotic exchanges, Tokyo 
and Hongkong, far outdid ail the 
other bourses. Share prices in these 
distant markets, in which few Is- 
raeli citizens ever buy a share, 
nearly doubled on the average, in

The decision follows similar 
acHion taken by France and the 
Netherlands in line with recently 
approved Common Market policy to 
take measures aimed at curbing 
galloping inflation in the European 
Community. 

The ‘hike announced restores the 
discount rate to its pre-March level 
when it wag last modified.

The mood of foreign investors be- 
ing optimistic, it is somewhat as- 
tonishing that so few Israelis are 
interested in the purchase of shares 
quoted on foreign stock exchanges. 
That Israelis can invest in foreign 
shares through the medium of the 
So-called Tamam account is well 
known. But the demand for the 
Tamam dollar has been sadly lack- 
ing during most of 1972. In previous 
Years, these dollars were only avail- 
able at a significant premium above 
the official rate. At present the 
price of Tamam is almost equal to 
the authorized price everyone has 
to pay for the dollar, clearly im- 
dicating a lack of interest in ac- 
quiring foreign investments. 

An explanation of this unusual 
state of affairs 15 probably the re- 
viving faith in the value and the 
stability of the ‘Israel pound, com- 
bined with the excellent behaviour, 
Price-wise, of our own still modest 
Tel Aviv stock exchange. Prices of 
Israeli shares are on the average 
nearly double those of November 
last year. Tel Aviv has even out- 


‘done the top Tokyo and Hongkong. 


There has consequently been no rea- 
son to go outside our own country, 
either for investors or for specula- 
tors. ‘Nevertheless; for reasons of 
risk spreading und liquidity — mar- 
kets abroad are much more active 


than at home — it might be worth 
while for the sophisticated Israeli in- 
vestor not to forget that he can 
also buy foreign shares in foreign 
markets.
